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REMARKS 

I. in the Claims 

Claims 1 1-45 are pending. Claims 1-10 have been canceled without 
prejudice or disclaimer. Claims 1 1-45 have been added and are directed to 
antibodies that bind specifically to a human RPTP, a human RPTPa, or to a 
human RPTPa that comprises the amino acid sequence depicted in SEQ ID NO. 
1 . These claims also are directed to a method for detecting the presence of 
human RPTPa in a biological sample, and a method for a method for determining 
an individual's susceptibility to insulin-dependent cellular activity. All of these 
claims are fully supported by the specification. See, for instance page 14, line 
37 to p. 15, line 5; page 17, lines 15- 28; page 27, line 21, to page 37, line 18, 
and page 66, lines 29-36 for illustrative support of the presently claimed 
embodiments that Applicants' regard as their invention. 

II- In the Specification 

Applicants have amended the specification at page 1, line 8, to 
cross-reference the present application to prior applications to which it claims 
priority.
